Real Position on Treaty Is Yet 


a Matter of

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Senator 


.Lenrobt of Wisconsin has a textual 
amendment to..th'e treaty of .Ver- 
sailles, which will be offered as a 
substitute for the Johnson amend- 
ment giving the United States, as 
many votes in the league of nations 
as Great Britain. Heretofore Sen- 
ator Lenrobt has been opposed to 
textual amendments but it is imder- 
. stood he proposes that his amend- 
ment-shall act .as:a compromise for 
the Johnson amendment • Under the 
provisions of the amendment which 
Senator i Lenroot- has• prepared .the 
United States would not be bound 
by the action of the league of na- 
tions in which any nation has more 
than.one vote.

"In my judgment, the people of 


the United States should Insist on a 
mandate to take over part of the 
Turkish empire. If the American 
people knew or could appreciate half 
the hororrs of the Armenian-suffer- 
ings, I think they would feel it as 
a humanitarian obligation devolv- 
ing upon them. In my judgment, it 
is politically wise as well.- I am 
convinced that the United States, 
whether it join the league of nations 
or not, is irritrievably mixed up in 
the affairs of Europe, the near east, 
and the far east."
